WASHINGTON, July 23 (Ap )— 
An official report of growing gov- 
ernment payments to jobless work- 
ers gave a push today to congres- 
gional “anti - depression” cam- 


paigns. 

The Bureau of En:ployment Se- 
curity announced that unemploy- 
ment insurance payments hit a 
record monthly ievel of $154,696,000 
in June, 

Director Robert C. Goodwin said 
the largest previous total for any 
one month ir the history of the 


law was $152,096,346 in March this 


year. 

Nearly 100,000 more jobless 
workers received unemployment 
benefits each week in June than 
in May, he said. 

Already moving to check this 
trend, the Senate public works 
committee yesterday approves 
unanimously its so-called anti-de- 
pression” bill authorizing the Gov- 
ernment to advance $100,000,000 to 
states and communities for plan- 
ning a public works program. 

Veteran Pay Law. 

The Senate Labor Committee 
moved to keep the “52-20” jobless 
veterans law on the books, With 
the law expiring Monday, the com- 
mittee unanimously approved a 
year’s extension urged by Presi- 
dent Truman, but modified some 
of the existing rights. 

Undef the law, on which the 
Government has spent $3,620,000,- 
000 since September 1944, veterans 
eut of work receive federal pay 
up to $20 a week for 52 weeks. 
About 600,000 veterans are now 
drawing the benefits. 

A similar extension bill has been 
held up in the House Veterans 
Committee. Chairman Rankin 
(Dem.), Mississippi, says it's going 
to stay there. He calls the bene- 
fits “sit down money and rocking 
chair money.” 

Since the extension bill would 
have to be passed by both Senate 
and House and signed by Presi- 
dent Truman before becoming ef-

Backers of the legislation are 
hoping Congress will pass the 
extension bill before it adjourns, 
and thus revive the law.

Increase Results Mostly From 
2.5 Pct. Boost in Food 
Costs. 


The Consumers’ Price Index for 
St. Louis increased an average of 
0.5 per cent during the three- 
month period ended June 30, leav- 
ing consumers’ prices in the city 
about 1.3 per cent below the level 
of a year ago, the United States 


Labor Statisticg reported today. 

The increase resulted almost en- 
tirely from a 2.5 per cent increase 
in food prices during the period. 
Other major commodity’ groups 
experienced general price declines, 
it was reported, apparel declining 
an average of 1 per cent, fuel, 
electricity and refrigeration de- 
clining 3 per cent and house fur- 
nishings, 3.1 per cent. 

Beef and veal prices increased 
7.4 per cent, pork increased 5.3 
per cent and lamb was up 22.5 per 
cent during the three-month pe- 
riod. Chicken and fish prices de- 
clined slightly during the period. 
Other significant increases in food 
prices were: Eggs, 3.2 per cent; 
fruits and vegetables, 5.9 per cent.

He said an economic 
collapse is looming which would 
“carry many other nations with 
us into chaos and Communism.” 

In a major policy speech to a 
party rally at the Wolverhampton 
football stadium, the wartime 
Prime Minister declared the So- 
cialists have failed to put forth 
any effective plan to meet the 
danger. 

His address came on the heels 
of the Conservative party’s 20,000- 
word statement of policy entitled 
“the Right Road for Britain,” 
which was published last night. 

Prime Minister Clement Attlee 
called the new Conservative’ party 
platform “one of the most dis- 
honest documents I have ever 
read.” Speaking at an annual 
gathering of English miners at 
Durham today Attlee said the 
Conservative program was “only 
a great piece of window dress- 
ing.” 

Address by Churchill. 

The 74-year-old Churchill, in his 
attack on the Laborites, said: 

“They have squandered the re- 
serves and resources which had 
been gathered in the past and 
have darkened and narrowed the 
future of every man, woman and 
child in this famous island.” 

At one point, he departed from’ 
his prepared text to say, in a 
casual aside: “Never before in the 
history of human government has 
such great havoc been wrought by 
such small men.” 

This was a political paraphrase 
of his own wartime tribute to the 
Royal Air Force: “Never in the 
field of human conflict was 80 
much owed by so many to so few.” 

Churchill said every other 
country west of the iron curtain 
has made a better postwar come- 
back than Britain—even beaten 
Germany and Italy. 

He told his listeners the cure 
for this country’s condition is 
to “return to a system which 
provides incentives for effort, self- 


$20,000 RUN OVER 
BY TRAIN LOOKS

He de- 
nounced “the new cataract of state 
monopoly which these shallow, So- 
cialist bigots are thrusting upon 
us —the Labor party proposals to 
nationalize steel, cement, sugar 
and insurance. 

“All these depend upon the re- 
sult of the election,” Churchill 
said. “For if the nation gives us 
the power—I tell you very plainly 
this afternoon—we will reverse or 
prevent every one of them.” 

He called British Socialism a 
“dangerous and costly fallacy” of 
which the nationalization of coal 
mines, railroads, airlines, gas and 
electricty was the “most direct 
expression.” 

At the same time he explained 
why the Conservative party elec- 
tion platform pledged to retain 
most of the nationalization proj- 
ects already placed into effect by 
the Labor government. 

„It is physically impossible to un- 
do the harm that has been done,” 
he declared. “You cannot thrust 
the coal mines and the railroads 
back on their private owners after 
their property has been commer-

Freed After Questioning. 


Another of the men, Joseph E. 
Messina, prize fight manager, who 
surrendered yesterday, was re- 
leased after intensive questioning. 

“His alibi will stand up for the 
time being,” said Sheriff's Inspec- 
tor Gordon Bowers. 

Biscailuz obtained the names of 
Messina, Brancato and Trombino 
from Attorney General Fred How- 
ser, who said they might have 
knowledge of the shooting. 

Cohen and the other three were 
wounded by heavy shotgun slugs 
as they emerged early Wednesday 
from a night club at a movie 
colony playground called the Sun- 
set Strip. 7 

Cohen’s shoulder was shattered 
by the blast, fired by gunmen 
standing across the street from 
the night club. The other three 
victims are Attorney General's 
Agent Harry Cooper, who was as- 
signed the day before the shooting 
to guard the gambler; Edward 
(Neddie) Herbert, one of Cohen’s 
associates, and Dee David, a for- 
mer singer and bit actréss. They 
were wounded seriously, but are 
recovering. ‘ 


Link Not Explained. 

In San Francisco, Chief of In- 
spectors James English did not 
explain the exact connection be- 
tween Tarantino and his friends 
and the Cohen shooting. 

He said Tarantino arrived in 
San Francisco several months ago 
as a representative of Mickey 
Cohen. Since then, English said, 
a split developed between Taran- 
tino and Cohen. 

English said Tarantino, Porter 
and Tenner met with two Cohen 
henchmen—Eli Lubin and Dave 
Ogul—at a Nob Hill hotel July 2 
and a fight ensued. Porter and 
Ogul started fighting, English said, 
and Tarantino intervened with, 
“T’'ll take care of Mickey Cohen.” 

Tarantino has no police record, 
the inspector said, and neither has 
Porter. Tenner was said to have

Opposition was also expressed to 
recommendations made by the

their unions. 

Propose Leaves of Absence. 

Alroy S. Phillips, a member of 
the Board of Freeholders, con- 
tended that a city employe should 
not be deprived of the right to run 
for office. He was joined in this 
plea by Paul Preisler, a professor 
of .bio-chemistry at Washington 
University. They contended that, 
when a city employe files for pub- 
lic office, he should be given a 
leave of absence during the cam- 
paign, rather than be required to 
resign. 

Representatives of the AFL In-

The Board of Police Commis- 
sioners will decide Aug. 5 whether 
to approve the application of 
Joseph L. Mathews, former detec- 
tive sergeant, who has the back- 
ing of State Senator Edward J.

Holzhausen is reported to be 
the only board member opposed 
to reinstating Mathews.

Church, Charles H, Ostertag and 
Maurice G. Roberts. Mayor Joseph 
M. Darst, ex-officio member of 
the board, has adopted Holzhau- 
sen’s view on the matter, it was 
learned. : 

The Mathews issue has béen 
one of the principal reasons for 
the current case of jiters among 
members of the police force, who 
feel uncertain over their status in 
the department.

Old-time policemen tested their 
mettle by entering the club, where 
one of them, Patrolman John Hut- 
ton, was shot as the climax to a 
number of affrays there. The club 
broke up about 1916, after the 
Hutton shooting. Members of the 
club who weren’t killed or didn’t 
land in the penitentiary for their 
exploits joined up with the Egan 
or Hogan gangs, warring factions 
of a later period. 

Dave Rowe was sent .to the 
penitentiary for a saloon holdup, 
and when he was released from 
prison in 1920, he was held for 
the murder of Edward J. (Dutch) 
Hess in a saloon at 3149 Olive 
street, in April 1917. Tom Rowe 
shot the chief witness in his 
brother’s case, and he was sen- 
tenced to five years in prison for 
assault with intent to kill the 
witness, who recovered. The 
brotherly co-operation, of which 
the Hess affair was a sample, 
led police to dub the Rowes the 
“Heavenly Twins” one morning 
at the daily showup. ‘ 

Says He Was Going ‘Straight.’ 

Tom Rowe readily admitted to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today 
that he is one of the “twins.” He 
said he has been “going straight” 
for years, and has worked hard 
since his youthful hoodlum days. 
After the murder charge against 
David Rowe was dismissed, and 
Tom Rowe served three years of 
his penitentiary term, the broth- 
ers drifted to the West Coast. 
Tom married and became a West 
Coast longshoreman. He now 
lives at 4748 Anderson avenue. 

Dave Rowe, who was arrested 
33 times before going to Califor- 
nia, appeared in police news in 
1939, when he was arrested with 
the notorious Isadore Londe, 
Egan gangster, following a street 
holdup in Santa Monica. Police 
said he was the owner of an au- 
tomobile used by Londe in the 
holdup of two insurance company 
employes, in which was 
taken. Londe returned to St. 
Louis and was sentenced to a 
long term in the Missouri peni- 
tentiary for an industrial bomb- 
ing.

WASHINGTON, July 23 (AP)— 
Senators Taft (Rep.), Ohio, and 
Smith (Rep.), New Jersey, called 
on the Administration today to 
delay its foreign arms program 
until the new North Atlantic 
council] drafts common defense 
plans. . 

Smith, who voted for the 12 
nation security treaty when the 
Senate ratified it Thursday, told 
a reporter he doesn’t believe there 
should be “piecemeal action” on 
rearming western European sign- 
ers of the pact. 

“I hope the Administration will 
delay submitting any arms pro- 
gram until the Defense Commit- 
tee, to be set up by the council 
under Article 9 of the treaty, can 
canvass the needs and agree on 
an over-all defense plan,” Smith 
told a reporter. 

Taft, who voted against the 
treaty, said in a separate inter- 
view he agrees there should be a 
study of the needs of the Euro- 
pean countries before Congress is 
asked to act. 

Plans for Arms Legislation. 

Meanwhile, diplomatic authori- 
ties said mid-September is the ear- 
liest date the council can meet to 
draft common defense glans, be- 
cause of time needed for advance 
preparations. 

President Truman originally had 
planned to send his $1,450,000,000 
foreign military aid plans to Con- 
gress yesterday, but their delivery 
to Capitol Hill was postponed un- 
til Monday. The reason for this 
was reported to be a desire to 
avoid strengthening the hand of 
Senators seeking to cut foreign 
economic aid funds in the midst 
of Senate debate on that program. 

Besides a message outlining his 
plans for sending arms to western 
Europe, Truman will send along a 
bill authorizing him to conduct the 
arms plan. It was reported that 
the bill will specifically state that 
the provision of the Atomic En- 
ergy Act, which forbids this gov- 
ernment to send atomic explosives 
abroad, will not be changed by the 
arms legislation. 

Such a legislative provision in 
the foreign arms legislation would 
tend to reassure those in Congress 
having recently voiced fears that 
Truman may want to give atomic 
bombs to Britain. 

Truman wants to get his $1,450,- 
000,000 proposal authorized and 
the money appropriated before 
Congress adjourns. Of this amount, 
$1,130,000,000 would be for treaty 
signers and the rest for Greece 
and Turkey, with driblets to about 
20 other nations. 

Views of Taft and Smith. 

Taft, in urging a study of the 
armament needs of European mem- 
bers of the Atlantic alliance be- 
fore sending them arms, said: 

“T am in favor of giving arms 
to Greece and Turkey, and I might 
even vote to turn over some sur- 
4 — equipment to some of the 

eaty signers, but I’m certainly 
opposed to any all-out program 
that will start a world arms race.” 

Smith, a Foreign Relations 
Committee member, who has been 
a staunch supporter of most Ad- 
ministration foreign policy pro- 
posals, said he is not convinced 
that any large scale military sup- 
ply. program is necessary now. 

“T don’t think we should do 
anything that will interfere with 
the economic recovery program,” 
he said. “That is the important 
thing now, tor get non-military 
supplies to these countries. 

“Tt is possible that an arms 
program would do more harm 
than good, particularly if 
started an armament race. And 
I don’t think we should act 
hastily. 

“We ought to wait until we 
know more about each nation’s 
assignment and we can tell more 
intelligently what each needs in 
the way of arms.”

The conviction and the 20-year 
penalty were recommended by 
the prosecution. Abetz has been 
held by the French since he was 
captured at a Bavarian health re- 


sort Oct. 25, 1945. 

One of the witnesses was former 
Premier Paul Reynaud, who testi- 
fied Abetz had tried three times 
to have him killed. 


Abetz’s defense on this point 
was that he suggested a few lead- 
ers be killed as reprisal for deaths 
of German soldiers, instead of 
large groups of politically unim- 
portant persons.

Churchill asserted a Conserva- 
tive government would continue 
state welfare services to insure a 
“minimum standard of life and la- 
bor below which no one is to let 
fall.” 

“The theory of socialism is con- 
trary to human nature,” he said. 

“The Socialist party make a 
great parade of their quarrel with 
the Communists but there is no 
real difference between a full ap- 
plication of the Socialist system 
and communism. Both are fatal 
to liberty as we have kown it, to 
our prosperity and happiness and 
what- we have called the ‘British 
way of life.’” 

Summing up with a review of 
Britain’s role as leader of the em- 
pire, commonwealth and western 
Europe, Churchill declared:

Canyon Ferry dam in the Mis- 
gsouri river. 

The other was an attack on 
Montana Power Co. for its efforts 
to prevent the Federal Bureau of 
Reclamation from installing elec- 
tric generating and transmitting 
facilities for Canyon Ferry. This 
blast was made in a vigorous 
speech at the damsite by Recla- 
mation Commissioner Michael W. 
Straus, a telegram from Senator 
James Murray (Dem.) and a let- 
ter from Representative Mike 
Mansfield (Dem.). 

Issue Before Congress. 

So far, the move by the private 
power interests against public 
power at Canyon Ferry has been 
successful, but the issue will come 
up on the Senate floor at Wash- 
ington today or at an early date. 
The eightieth Congress had pro- 
hibited use of Canyon Ferry funds 
for bureau power installations. 

In the appropriation bill for the 
new fiscal year the House re- 
cently made so much restriction, 
but a Senate committee renewed 
it. Unless the Senate overrules 
the committee, the question will 
go before a joint conference com- 
mittee. 

Calling Canyon Ferry dam a 
key structure in the whole Mis- 
souri basin plan. Straus accused 
Montana Power Co. of a selfish 
attempt to get the benefits of the 
structure for itself and nullify 
the reclamation law. This utility 
js the only private supplier of elec- 
tricity in much of the state and 
is powerful here. Its fight on 
public power at Canyon Ferry has 
been an outstanding instance of 
the broad national attack on pub- 
lic power by private power in- 
terests recently. 

“Canyon Ferry Dam,” said 
Straus, “was conceived, was de- 
signed and is authorized as a 
multiple-purpose project. It is a 
\public power project. It em- 
braces 
federal transmission lines. They 
are as much a part of Canyon 

Ferry as Canyon Ferry is a part 
of the Missouri basin plan. These 


power features are part and par-/its use is prohibited by city ordi- 


cel of Canyon Ferry. 
e, He Says. 

“The irrigation included won't 
and can’t stand up and pay off 
without power, the paying partner 
of irrigation, You can’t have Can- 
yon Ferry with irrigation alone 
and without power any more than 
you can have ham and eggs with- 
out the eggs. 

“The reason for this is simple. 
The irrigation is going to need 
pumping. Pumping needs cheap 
power. Canyon Ferry can pro- 
vide that cheap power for pump- 
ing. It can also provide a vast 
amount of power that can be sold 
with priority, as required by law, 
to public bodies and also to pri- 
vate corporations on a widespread 
market at low cost to make new 
industries possible. and lighten 

ur household and farm chores. 

“This widespread sale of the 
people’s power to the people at 
low rates to perform these tasks 
gives us the market that makes 
the power possible and also pro- 
vides the revenue aid to irriga- 


tion. 
Authorization Cited. 


“Congress authorized a multiple 
purpose project and the law says 
that such projects shall be built 
with powerhouses and transmis- 
sion lines by your Government to 
insure its feasibility, to insure 
low-cost power as an aid to irri- 
gation and to be marketed with 
preference to public bodies, such 
as rural electrical co-operatives, 
municipalities and irrigation dis- 
tricts. The authorization act of 
Congress provided for federally 
owned transmission lines to secure 
these benefits. 

“The local utility monopoly, 
Moptana Power Co., is engaged 
in an endeavor to persuade Con- 
gress to nullify the reclamation 
law by withholding funds to pre- 
vent your Government from build- 
ing the Canyon Ferry powerhouse 
and transmission lines. The com- 
pany says it will do all that for

The Health Department has es- 
timated that infantile paralysis 
will strike 2200 persons in Illinois 
in 1949. The highest concentra- 
tion of cases has been in the Cen- 
tralia area, where 30 cases have 
been reported. 


Seventh Death at Kansas City, 37 
Cases Reported. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 23 
(UP)—Kansas City’s death toll 
from polio rose to seven today 
with the death of James Robert 
Olson, 11-year-old son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Gus R. Olson. 

A precautionary measure to 
fight the dreaded disease was in 
effect here today. All city-spon- 
sored recreational activities were 
closed for the remainder of the 
summer on recommendation of Dr. 
Hugh L. Dwyer, city health direc- 
tor. Dr. Dwyer said that the polio 
situation had not reached the epi- 
demic stage. The number of polio 
cases in Kansas City stood at 37. 


OLIVETTE ELECTION AUG. 16

Warns of Political Revenge. 
Meanwhile, a Ku Klux Klan 
spokesman’ threatened political 
revenge against officials conduct- 
ing the investigation of hooded 
mob violence. 

Dr. Lycurgus Spinks, 1947 can- 
didate for Governor in Mississip- 
pi, speaking at a Klan-called pub- 
ic meeting in suburban Tarrant 
City last night made the threat of 
political retaliation. 

Spinks, who now lives in Thom- 
asville, Ala., predicted the Klan 
will have 150,000 Alabama mem- 
bers by the next election and as- 
serted: 

“We are going to see that some 
of those birds down in Montgom- 
ery (the state capital) are retired 
to their country estates.” 

He followed with verbal assaults 
on state officials who have been 
active in Klan investigations. 

Klan Director William Hugh 
Morris sent greetings to the un- 
masked audience of about 600 
from his cell in the Jefferson 
county jail. 

Morris lost another round to- 
day in his fight to get out of the 
Birmingham jail, where he is 
serving an indefinite sentence for 
contempt of court. 

Circuit Judge Alta King refused 
to act on a motion by Morris, 
ruling he had no jurisdiction. 
Morris was jailed two weeks 
ago bcause he refused to turn 
over to a grand jury the mem- 
bership records of the Alabama 
klan. This week Morris’ wife re- 
ported that their home was ran- 
sacked, The only thing missing, 
she said, was the klan member- 
ship records. Morris then peti- 
tioned for his release on ground 
that he couldn’t produce records 
he didn’t have. 

Floggings Denied. 
Klan officials have degied re- 
peatedly that any of their mem- 
bers flogged anyone or otherwise 
violated the law. 
Some state officials have dis- 
puted these assertions. Attorney 
General Albert A. Carmichael told 
a legislative committee at Mont- 
gomery that Klan members have 
definitely been linked with four 
floggings in Jefferson (Birming- 
ham) county. 
Cecil Sanderson, state officer, 
told the same committee that 16 
of the 17 men indicted at Birming- 
ham are Klan members. Sander- 
son estimated Klan membership 
in Alabama is 17,800. 


SUICIDE VERDICT FOR MAN 
FOUND SHOT IN HIS AUTO 


A coroner’s verdict of suicide in 
the death of Gerald E. Stout, 
whose body was found in his au- 
tomobile early today at his home, 
505 River drive, Valley Park, 
with a bullet wound in the left 
temple, was returned today. 

Stout’s wife testified at the in- 
quest that she found him seated 
in the automobile with the rifle 
across his knees. She said that 
the pain from a leg infection 
often prevented her husband from 
getting enough sleep at night, and 
that he usually walked around 
outside the house or sat in the 
automobile. 

A note, found in the machine, 
said, “It’s better this way. Call 
the undertaker.”

The Post-Dispatch is to be commended

In the past, our educational system 
has been controlled by educational foun-

states. I carry no brief for control of 
education by government—I am heartily 
in accord with the dissent of most of 
our leaders in education from the Un- 
American Activities Committee, but I 
am equally averse to allowing those 
who make large grants to universities 
to control their education. 

There will be no true education in 
America until both government and edu- 
cational foundations are eliminated from 
the control of our curriculum and its 
text books. The products of our higher 
educational institutions are an indict- 
ment of our intellectual capacities. Wit- 
ness the article in a recent issue of For- 
tune Magazine on the quality of our 
college graduates. 

I refer now to a pet subject of mine. 
ZI have spent some 15 years in research 
on the history of banking law and its 
effect upon our progressing civilization. 
It is a crying shame that there is not 
a university in the United States that 
has the courage or the intestinal forti- 
tude to teach the truth regarding the 
banking system. 

With all the learned men in our Con- 
gress, they are so illiterate in the fi- 
nancial scheme of things that it is nec- 
essary for them to place themselves in 
the hands of New York bankers to write 
their banking legislation. Of course, 
some Senator always gets the credit. 
It would be a better term if I used the 
word “shame.” 

I, therefore, plead with your paper as 


a ‘seeker of truth to investigate our pre- 


vious control of education, as well as 
the present pressure for governmental 
control. Both are against the ultimate 
interests of the American people.

Actually, we found it impossible to stay 

out of the war of 1914 and the war of 1939. So 
the treaty means that we probably would more 
speedily enter another war, should one come. 
But this very announcement is intended to make

The one nation which the treaty is intended 
to impress is Soviet Russia. The Kremlin has 
followed a policy of nationalistic aggrandizement 
in the disturbed postwar era, It has frustrated 


than from order. Sooner or later, the Politburo 
must get over this false notion. Its members 
must realize that Russian wellbeing, like that 
of all other nations, depends on peace and pros- 
perity. They must get over the notion that they 
can shape the rest of the world, against its will, 
to their own pattern. 

Like the Marshall plan in the field of eco- 
nomics, the treaty—in the diplomatic and mili- 
tary fields—should help to drive this lesson 
home in Moscow. It should do so by demon- 
strating that the most powerful nations on earth 
mean to go their way without intimidation or 
eoercion. This lesson will be even more clear 
if the pact is backed by suitable military aid 
from the United States to Europe. Such an aid 
program will be sent by President Truman to 
Congress. No doubt, it will provoke more de- 
bate than the treaty itself. But it is the corol- 
lary to the theorem. The two go together. 

It is to be hoped that, in the long run, the 
Atlantic Treaty will abate the unreasoning fear 
of Russia prevalent in some quarters. It should 
demonstrate that the alignment of power is 
heavily on the side of the anti-totalitarian na- 
tions. It should make it clear that, while their 
spirit is not aggressive, they are prepared to 
withstand aggression. It should demonstrate the 
value of international co-operation and make 
better friends of the signatories. 

With so many of the problems of postwar re- 
covery still unsolved, such a foundation of 
friendship is essential for overcoming the many 
minor disagreements which are bound to crop 
up among allies. Perhaps it is not too much 
to hope even that Russia may eventually be con- 
vinced that co-operation is a better policy than 
truculent self-seeking. 5 

Far from being a preliminary to war, the At- 
lantic treaty can be a: bulwark of peace. In the 
end, it should unité more men than it divides. 
Whether it will do so depends on how it will be 
regarded over the years by men and nations. 
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Clearing the Charter Docket 
The decision to continue the Mayor-Council 
type of government in St. Louis clears the Board 
of Freehdiders’ docket for a much more difficult 


part of its charter-writing task. That task is to 


overcome the present legal inability of Mayors 
to apply all the principles of progressive public 
management. 

The 1914 charter and accompanying body of 
state laws divide authority, putting a number of 
offices outside the Mayor’s control. They per- 
petuate offices that have outlived their useful- 
ness, such as that of Sheriff, and enforce ob- 
solete ways of doing business. They make the 
waste of manpower mandatory and defeat econ- 
omy efforts. At some points they assign powers 
that the Mayor should have to the Board of 
Aldermen, and possibly the converse also holds 
true at other points. Sometimes the present 
law is so vague that it fosters contention be- 
tween the legislative and executive branches of 
the city. And so on. 

It is in this jungle of laws, rules, procedure 
and method that the Freeholders’ hard work 
lies, and this jungle will not be cleared without 
making some drastic changes. 
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The Stain of Illegitimacy 

In an effort to rid themselves of one of the 
lesser but more vicious forms of discrimination, 
about 20 states have passed laws for a system of 
birth records which do not indicate illegitimacy. 

Each year about 100,000 children are born out 
of wedlock in this country. Their plight is 
similar to that of some racial groups and others 
who are persecuted for the accident of birth. 
They cannot help it. They have nothing to say 
about it. 

But if the facts of birth leak out, they carry 
a stigma. Most illegitimate persons have diffi- 
culty. obtaining any inheritance, some have 
trouble holding jobs, all risk their reputations 
to ridicule. A few have committed suicide. 

The extent of our civilization, which creates 
such persécution, would puzzle many an un- 
civilized” nation. In other parts of the world 
there are those who deal with illegitimacy with 
charity, and there are those who do not com- 
prehend it at all. A sociologist might. explain 
that western attitudes on the subject derive from 
ancient economic taboos about the heredity of 
property. But the bushman or the pueblo dweller 
would regard all this as a complex form of 
cruelty. : | 

Western peoples have had many years. to 
adopt a reasonable view of illegitimacy, but 
progress toward tolerant opinion always seems 
to be as.slow as the erosion of mountains. No 
state can, simply by passing a law, wipe such 

hopeless prejudices from its boundaries, but any 
state can do what Missouri does and Florida has 
just done. 

Florida stipulates that when a birth certificate 
is’ filed, special information about medical details 
and legitimacy will be detached, sealed and 
filed. No one may see the certificate but the 


retzistrant. and some officials on order of the 
- courts. This information is kept only because 


it is sometimes needed in inheritance or adop- 
tion cases. 
Missouri can be proud that it passed a similar 
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law more than a year ago, though at the time 
the action was almost unnoticed. In this State, 


to blot out the stain of illegit- 
Theirs is an attack on an ancient injus- 
tiee, and whether the victims of the injustice 
are few or many is no concern at all. 
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Food Price Unrealities 

EK the House of Representatives had merely 
rejected a limited experiment with the Brannan 
farm plan, the decision would have been under- 
standable. The proposed change from artificially 
supported food prices to the lower prices of a 
free market was perhaps too great a departure 
to win out so soon. Secretary Brannan’s idea of 
making direct payments to farmers, instead of 
underpinning their prices, needed more nailing 
down as to possible cost and other questions. 

But the House did more than kill the Brannan 
plan. It voted to repeal the Aiken Act, a meas- 
ure which was slated to take effect next year, 
and to continue the 1949 system of aid to farm- 
ers instead. And this decision does not make 
sense. . 

If this year’s ‘system continues in 1950, the 
Government must buy up and take off the mar- 
ket enough farm commodities to keep prices 
from falling below 90 per cent of the calculated 
“parity” goals. This scheme was originally de- 
signed to encourage farm production. It was a 
good scheme during the war and for some time 
after, until farm production could be restored 
in war-torn countries. 

Today, however, the need to break crop rec- 
ords is past. Surpluses are again the danger— 
not shortages. The previous Congress knew 
this, and it empowered the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture to bring down the price supports as low as 
60 per cent of parity if he needed this means to 
keep surpluses in bounds. That was the Aiken 
Act, but the House has voted to kill it and to 
continue with the fixed 90 per cent. 


This puts the House in the position of keep- 
ing food prices high when employment, indus- 
trial production and other prices are slackening 
—and of encouraging farmers to produce more 
food than the people can buy at the jacked-up 
prices. If present business conditions continue 
into 1950 or grow worse, the cost of such a pol- 
icy might well equal or exceed the cost of the 
Brannan plan—but without the Brannan benefit 
of moderate-priced food for the urban taxpayers 
who foot the bill. 

Congressmen denounced the Brannan plan as 
“political bait’ for labor because it heeded the 
realities of city people’s thinner purses. Then 
they threw the realities overboard and singled 
out farmers for exclusive enrichment at the 
public’s pain and expense. / 
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The Best Way to Make a Bed 

Whether it's true that there's no best way for 
making beds, as the Department of Agriculture 
says, most women believe that there is, and 
teat the best way, furthermore, happens to be 
the way they do it. 3 

Those who make up one side complete before 
going over to the other side hold that any other 
method is a waste*of time, These who believe 
in finishing every layer separately on‘ each side 
say you can’t get the wrinkles out and bedding 
on straight any other way. The strongest opin- 
ions are held by those who tuck an end of the 
blanket under the chin at one point in the proc- 
ess, and by those who fluff out the sheet in a 
series of mysterious waves several times to 
make it lie smooth and even. These last meth- 
ods amount to a mystique, and cannot be im- 
parted to others by instruction, but it is hope- 
less to try to make a bed properly without them. 


No matter how well it is done, however, no 
bed-making is really worth watching except the 
kind that is done by pullman porters. When you 
see a pullman porter making a bed, you see an 
expert in full cofhmand of a situation. Every 
action is as sure and crisp as a military salute. 
He pulls with a brisk, sharp pull, lifts things up 
and throws them down with one-shot accuracy, 
and when he winds up by putting the pillow in 
place he gives it a single impersonal, business- 
like pat that does the job, instead of the series 
of uncertain, redundant and loving pats which 
heusewives are accustomed to giving it. 

But we expect pullman porters and house- 
wives alike would agree that if there is any way 
except theirs for making a bed, it would serve 
the Department of Agriculture right to have to 
lie in it. 
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Florida Justice 

Floridians can take pride in the speedy in- 
dictment of three Negroes charged with raping 
a white woman, just as they could take pride 
earlier in Sheriff W. V. McCall of Lake county, 
who protected them from a lynch mob. There is 
still another reason for Florida justice to come 
up a notch in national esteem—a Negro sat on 
the grand jury that indicted the three, the first 
grand juror of his race in the memory of the 
local Florida court. The orderly and expeditious 
way in which the agencies of the law have pro- 
ceeded in this case is the best sort of answer 
to the advocates of mob “justice.” 
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Report From the Library 

A rise in home circulation of books by the 
St. Louis Public Library has been noted by 
Librarian Charles H. Compton in his annual 
report to Mayor Joseph M. Darst. It is good to 
learn that more persons are taking advantage 
of the excellent facilities of our tax- supported 
library. 

But perhaps more important is the increasing 
demand Mr. Compton notes among readers for 
books about the atom and what it means to our 
civilization, as well as books describing other 
lands and other ways of life. It is one indica- 
tion, he says, that “in some neighborhoods, men 
and women, young and old, are conscious of the 
fearful problems facing the world today.” 

For the average person with a keen desire to 
know better his neighbors in this ever-shrinking 
world, a trip to Asia or Europe, for example, 
is out of the question. In the library’s books, 
though, he may without cost, cross the threshold 
towards his foreign contemporaries, That's not 
as good as the real thing, we'll grant. But, on 
Librarian Compton’s ‘testimony, it’s growing 
popular.

“For being an ex-hero, of course.” 


Food for a Daydream 


Now, the few faint whiffs of combat I 
had in World War II were devoid of 
heroism, but I went to the local Veterans’ 
Administration office anyway. More out of 
curiosity, I told myself, than greed. But 
now I know that underneath was a much 
more fundamental motive: the desire for 
security—the watchword of our generation. 

I had a sudden splendid vision of myself 
spending three pleasant years at some law 
school, studying enough to get by, writing 
furiously in my spare time and finally 
emerging a lawyer and a novelist, thanks 
to the benevolence of my Uncle Sugar. 


I was amazed at the things the VA would 
do for me. It would even pay for burying 
me. Complete with flag. 

I sat for quite a while. ‘The law-course 
idea is probably silly, I said to myself. If 
you'd wanted to be a lawyer, you'd be one 
by now. And you won't need three years 
to finish the book. But this $100 a month, 
now—you’re entitled to it. The law says 
so. For time lost.... 


His Own Money Still 


But how do they figure that as time lost? 
I wondered, If there's a fire in your cellar 
and you put it out, is that time lost? If 
you kill a burglar who has entered your 
house, do the neighbors send you to col- 
lege for ridding the community of a men- 
ace? 

Don’t be a sucker, spoke up a small voice 
in my ear. The money’s already appropri- 
ated, Everybody else will get his share; 
why not you? What difference does a 
thousand dollars make to a Government 
that already owes itself 250 billions? * 

None at all. But it will make a differ- 
ence to you, old boy. 

How much income tax did you pay last 
year, the voice went on. A lot more than 
the thousand dollars you can get now. So 
you'll really be getting your own money 
back, don’t you see? Like an insurance 


policy. Some on, don’t be a fool—be prac- 


tical! 
But I guess I am a fool—and not very 


practical. I don’t want your money, Uncle 
Sam, even if it is really my money. Tm 
afraid of it. I’m afraid of what it might 
do to my backbone—that it might rob me 
of the very slim margin of something that 
makes me face this grinning typewriter day 
after day when I'd rather go hunting or 
fishing. 


Hush Money for Sheep 


Tm also afraid of what it might do to 
me politically. I might easily begin to con- 
fuse the Government with a particular ad- 
ministration, saying to myself, subconsci- 
ously at least, “These checks are very nice; 
maybe a political change would upset 
things; we'd better not have that.” And 
pretty soon I'd have formed the habit of 
voting för the benefit and advantage of 
myself instead of the welfare of the coun- 
try. Then I would have joined the sorry 
flock of political sheep to whom Destiny 
always seems to send, sooner or later, some 
pretty sinister shepherds. 


If we in this country ever lose the thing 
we call our freedom, it will not be through 
force or compulsion, but because we have 
lost our spirit. No administration is going 
to abolish the Bill of Rights at a stroke. 
No man is going to set up machine guns 


in the street and proclaim himself dictator. 


No, if we lose our freedom it will be be- 
cause personal dependence is easy, just as 
independence is hard. We will lose it 
when dependence is made so attractive that 
few can resist it, when the people say, 
“Take our independence and give us, in ex- 
change, Security.” 


“Stop Seducing the Strong” 


Would I, then, advocate the discontinu- 
ance of all Govergment aid to individuals? 
No. The ex-service man who interrupted 
his education to enlist, who during his years 
in the Army married and had children— 
thus acquiring dependents whose support 
would ordinarily make completion’ of his 
education impossible—is clearly entitled to 
assistance. Thousands of such men—and 


women, too—are using the GI Bill not to 


dodge responsfbilities but to fit themselves 
better to face them. 


Let the Government continue to assist 
these people; to aid the war-wounded; to 
develop plans to help the aged, the weak, 
the helpless. But let it stop seducing the 
strong! Let it cease making concessions to 
groups perfectly capable of helping them- 
selves. If waiting for the check from Wash- 
ington ever becomes the favorite American 
pastime, we are lost.

The Poet as Leader 


IVAN _FRANKO, THE PORT OF WESTERN UKRAINE: 
SELECTED POEMS. (Philosophical Library, New York, 
265 pgs., $4.50.) , 

This volume of rugged verse by the life- 
long apostle of Ukrainian independence ig 
the first in what was planned as an . 
tensive series of translations, by the Rever- 
end Percival Cundy, of masterpieces of 
Ukrainian literature. The Reverend Cundy 
died suddenly in 1947 after devoting much 
of his life to this literature and especially 
to Franko, whom he has portrayed at some 
length in a 100-page introductory biographi-. 
cal essay. Franko’s poems are here edited 
by Clarence A. Manning, professor of East- 
ern European languages at Columbia Uni- 
versity (and himself author of the valuable: 
“Story of the Ukraine”). _ 


Poet, novelist, dramatist, critic, scholar, 
political pamphleteer, Franko was a hard- 
working, dedicated private citizen who. 
grasped the problem of Ukraine (Austro- 
Hungarian-domination) and used his poetry. 
as a vessel from which to pour into the 
people his own faith and fervor. Unspec: 
tacular, where others 
might have com- 
pelled, he had to 
persuade. He wrote 
little purely narrative 
poetry, but concen- 
trated, as Professor 
Manning summariz- 
es, on “the clarion 
call to action, to na- 
tional regeneration, 
to national unity, to 
the consciousness of 
Ukraine’s position in 
the world, and to the 
ideals and hopes of 
‘mankind.” 6 

During a lifetime 
bounded by crisis 
(1856-1916), Franko lived every phase of the 
mission he outlines in “The Poet’s Task;” 
to toil unrewarded and suffer unregarded; 
to seek in dreams and illusions for “vital 
themes;” to lead men to joys he himself’ 
cannot share; to seek felicity in the mind’g 
treasures and creative powers; to pursue 
truth devotedly; to be friend, not judge In 
his poem “Be Human,” he crystallizes his 
credo: “Be human, brother. Let thy human-. 
ism gush from the fount of love.” 

These poems deserve a readership greater 
than the limited ranks of students and. 
scholars, for in them lies indeed a small but 
meritorious contribution to international] 


understanding.

6. Extend the statute of limita- 
tions in such cases to 10 years.

PVT. RODGER YOUNG 
IN HERO’S GRAVE 
IN NATIVE OHIO 


CLYDE, O., July 23 (AP)—Pvt. 
Rodger Young, who traveled half 
around the world and died to 
make the first team, rested today 
in a hero’s grave. 

The infantry’s own hero reached 
his final rest yesterday in an 
elaborate military service that 
stretched from his home town of 
Green Springs, O., six miles away, 
to McPherson cemetery in Clyde. 

Young who won the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor in steaming 
New Georgia in the Solomons, 
never could quite make the first 
team in basketball in high school. 
He was too short, 5 feet 6 inches, 
in a game for tall men. 

One day a basketball struck his 
head and impaired his hearing. 
He gave up school for that reason 
in his junior year. A few years 
later with the rest of Company B, 
148th Infantry, Thirty-seventh Di- 
vision, Young was in the South 
Pacific. 

In July 1943, Young and several 
hundred buddies were pinned down 
by Japanese machine guns. One 
key pillbox particularly held the 
secret of life and death. 

Young, wounded three times, 
wiped out that pillbox before he 
died. His feat inspired what Lt. 
Col. Joel M. Wareing, chaplain of 
the 148th Infantry, calls one of the 
two best songs to come out of 
World War II— The Ballad of 
Rodger Young.”

He ad- 
mits he would benefit consider- 
ably by the bill. Kerr is also 
strenuously opposing the reap- 
pointment of Power Commissioner 
Leland Olds, who has denounced 
the legislation. , 

The blistering minority report 
will be signed by Senators Estes 
Kefauver (Dem.), Tennessee; War- 
ren Magnuson (Dem.), Washing- 
ton; Francis Myers (Dem.), Penn- 
sylvania, and Charles Tobey 
(Rep.) New Hampshire. 

The minority report will make 
two main charges against the bill. 
These are summed up in the fol- 
lowing blasts: 

The admitted object of sup- 
porters of the bill is higher 
prices. ... The cost of this legis- 
lation to some 40,000,000 people 
who use natural gas may ulti- 
mately be reckoned in the hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars. 

“The bill is a wholly unrealistic 
and inadequate way of protecting 
the consumers of a utility service 
against the threat of monopoly. It 
represents nothing. more than a 
futile gesture calculated to deceive 
the public.” 

Last week the House Interstate 
Commerce Committee reported out 
a practically similar bill by Rep- 
resentative Oren Harris (Dem.), 
Arkansas. He and Kerr have 
worked closely on the legislation. 

Opponents say they have as- 
surances that President Truman 
will veto the bill if it ever gets 
to him.

Max Steindel conducted the Lit- 
tle Symphony Orchestra in the 
Washington University Quadrangle 
last night in a light and varied 
program that was received en- 
thusiastically by about 2400 per- 
sons, largest audience of the sea- 
son. 

The performance, sixth and con- 
cluding concert of the fifteénth 
and festival year, found the or- 
chestra bright and _ responsive 
under the baton of Mr. Steindel, 
resident conductor and a colleague 
of the musicians ever since he 
helped found the organization. 

The program, befitting the 
weather and the tradition of the 


occasion, was predominantly pop- 
ular, less profound than the sea- 
son’s earlier offerings. Instrumen- 
tally, the music ranged from a 
popular treatment of an English 
folk song, “Molly on the Shore,” 
and a romanticized version of 
“Londonderry Air,” both by Percy 
Grainger, to Haydn’s “The Bear,” 
with its drorfe bass of simulated 
bagpipes and general air of culti- 
vated rusticity. 

Vocalists were Maria Russo and 
Maria Marceno, St. Louis 80 
pranos, whose covered tones 
blended pleasingly in “Every 
Flower” from Puccini’s “Madame 
Butterfly.” 

Also warmly received were ex- 
cerpts from “Legend of Sleepy 
Hollow,” tone poem by Edward 
Menges, University City composer 
and music teacher, formerly a 
pupil of Percy Goetchius at the 
old New York Institute of Music, 
now Juilliard. The work, sepecial- 
ly prepared for the Little Sym- 
phony, was given its first perfor- 
mance anywhere. 

The excerpts seemed to show 
three styles, beginning with Eng- 
lish impressionism, proceeding to 
an American folk song manner 
and ending still more popularly. 
Continuity was provided by in- 
genious sound effects following 
the narrative of Washington Irv- 
ing’s tale of Ichabod Crane. 

The other selections were Cima-

Said Collaboration Is Possible. 

Abbe Boulier was in Czechoslo- 
vakia at the time the Holy See 
issued its decree concerning the 
excommunication of Communists. 
At that time he was quoted as 
saying, “Collaboration between 
Christians and Marxist Socialists 
is possible.“ 

Meanwhile, in Prague leaders 
of the Czechoslovak Catholic Ac- 
tion defied excommunication and 
declared they would export “pro- 
gressive” Catholicism” to other 
countries. 

Backed by a statement by the 
Communist Government that it 
would prosecute as traitors per- 
sons who excommunicated Catho- 
lic Action leaders, these leaders 
issued a statement in Prague yes- 
terday that they were taking over 
the Catholic leadership in Czecho- 
slovakia. 

It said: 

“Catholic Action is taking over 
the defense of the interests of our 
Catholics and thus the interests 
of the entire Catholic Church in 
Czechoslovakia. Catholic Action 
will enter into international rela- 
tions with progressive Catholics 
the world over.” 

Expects Czechs to Back Church. 

A Czech diplomat who has fled 
his country said in Frankfurt, Ger- 
many, yesterday that since Com- 
munists opened their anti-Catholic 
campaign recently, Czech people 
are going to church more than 
ever before. 

“T am convinced that the 
Czechs will stand even stronger 
behind the church because of 
Communist persecution,” said 
Jaromir Smutny, who was chief 
of the Presidential Chancellery 
under the late Eduard Benes. 
Smutny arrived in the United 
States zone of Germany July 14 
with his wife and two sons, Mi- 
lan 28, and Miloslav, 16. 

In Rome a Vatican spokesman 
was quoted as saying “it is no 
longer possible for Catholics to 
live together with the doctrine of 
Communism. It likewise is no 
longer possible for Communists to 
mask themselves as good Catho- 
lics.” 

He said that Socialists are not 
ordinarily subject to excommuni- 
cation “unless they subscribe 
wholeheartedly to Communist the- 
ories.” 


MOST NEW YORK 
SUBWAYS HALTED 
HOUR, NO POWER 


NEW YORK, July 23 (AP) — 
Two-thirds of New York City’s 
vast underground transit system 
was paralyzed for nearly an hour 
by a power failure last night, 
stranding thousands of passengers 
on hot, stuffy subway trains. 

It was 87 degrees above ground, 
and hotter in the breezeless tran- 
sit caverns below. Subway riders 
took it calmly. They were, as one 
policeman on emergency duty put 
it, “so pounded down by the heat 
that they didn’t even groan.” 

The power failure, caused by a 
short circuit, cut off signal lights 
over 150 miles of underground 
track. Safety rules required all 
trains on the lines to stop. The 
signal lights were back on in about 
an hour, and normal service re- 
sumed. 

There was no serious conges- 
tion, since the breakdown came 
about two hours after the end of 
the main afternoon rush during 
which millions of . home-bound 
workers jam the subways. 


$58,690 AWARD FOR LAND 
CONDEMNED FOR 3D ST. ROUTE 


Damages totalling $58,690 for 12 
parcels of land along the route of 
the proposed Third Street Interre- 
gional Highway were set yesterday 
in a Condemnation Commission re- 
port to Circuit Judge Waldo C. 
Mayfield. The recommendation 
brings the total damages fixed so 
far to $488,656 for 62 parcels. The 
commission made its findings in 
condemnation suits filed by the 
Missouri Highway Commission. 

The highest award recommend- 
ed yesterday was $18,500 to Mr. 
and Mrs. James Flynn for prop- 
erty fronting on Julia street. Other 
amounts ranged down to $1840. 

There are about 300 parcels of 
real estate along the route for the 
proposed highway which must be 
taken over. The City has made 
out-of-court settlements with own- 
ers of 90 parcels. Two other con- 
demnation suits are pending and 
others will be filed.

Mrs. Roosevelt to Reply Privately 
To Cardinal Spellman’s Attack 


Will Send Letter to Churchman Who 
sailed Her. Stand on U.S. Aid for 
Parochial Schools. 


NEW YORK, July 23 (AP) — 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt will 
not reply publicly to a statement 
by Spellman criticizing 
her for opposing federal aid to 
Catholic schools. 

Malvina Thompson, secretary to 
the wife of the late President, said 
last night Mrs. Roosevelt would 
make “no comment whatsoever” 
on the cardinal’s statement. 

The New York archbishop, in a 
letter to Mrs. Roosevelt which he 
made public yesterday, attacked 
Mrs. Roosevelt for opposing fed- 
eral funds for parochial and pri- 
vate schools in her daily news- 
paper column. 
“Whatever you say in the 
ture,” Cardinal Spellman wrote; 
“your record of anti-Catholicism 
stands for all to see—a record 
which you yourself wrote on the 


pages of history which cannot be 
recalled—documents of discrimina- 
tion unworthy ef an American 
mother.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt’s secretary said 
Mrs. Roosevelt would answer the 
cardinal’s letter, but would not 
make her reply public. 

In her column of June 23, in 
which she expressed opposition to 
the use of federal aid funds for 
non-public schools, Mrs. Roosevelt 
wrote: 

“The separation of Church and 
State is extremely important to 
any of us who hold to the original 
traditions of our nation. To 
change these traditions by chang- 
ing our traditional attitude to- 
ward public education would be 
harmful, I think to our whole 
attitude of tolerance in the reli- 
gious area.“

AFTER VISIT.IN U.S. 


Medical Missionary Says He 


Is Impressed by Natural- 


ness of Amercians. 


NEW YORK, July 23 (AP) — 
After interviewing himself for the 
press, the genial philosopher, Dr. 
Albert Schweitzer, left the United 
States yesterday and headed back 
to his African home. He and his 


wife were among 1205 passengers 


aboard the liner Nieuw Amster- 
dam, 

Dr. Schweitzer, medical mission- 
ary and scholar, came here for 


the Goethe Music Festival at As- 
pen, Colo., honoring the 200th an- 
niversary of the German poet’s 
birth. : 

Before reporters could question 
him, Dr. Schweitzer began asking 
and answering his own, questions 
for them. It was hot in New 
York, he said, but he is used to 
the heat. In French Equatorial 
Africa, where he has spent 35 
years, the heat-and humidity are 
severe, he added. 

Dr. Schweitzer assumed, he went 
on, that the reporters wanted to 
know how he liked America. 

“I can’t say that I know Amer- 

ica,” he said. “I do know Amer- 
icans because I have had an op- 
portunity of seeing a lot of peo- 
ple.” 
“I can say that I have been 
greatly impressed by the simplic- 
ity and naturalness of American 
people.” 

The reporters took notes as an 
interpreter translated Dr. Schweit- 
zer's questions and answers from 
French into English. 


OVERSEAS PLANES 10 TAKE 
OFF TODAY; STRIKE ENDED 


NEW YORK, July 23 (AP) — 
Planes of the American overseas 
Airlines will get back into the air 
today, following the end of a two- 
day strike by radio operators. 

The strike, which started early 
Thursday, had forced the airline 
to cancel all Europe-bound flights, 
and had grounded some United 
States bound planes. 

Ross Foran of the National La- 
bor Mediation Board said the ra- 
dio officers had agreed to sit 
down with airline officials to try 
to iron out their dispute. The 
union has demanded severance 
pay of $3000 to $4500 depending 
on length of service in case of 
job eliminations. It also asked 
that $9-an-hour overtime pay be- 
gin after 255 hours of work in a 
month, instead of after the pres- 
ent 270 hours. The airline said 
the radio men make from $300 to 
$600 a month with most of them 
starting at $450. 


TYPHUS IN AFGHANISTAN, = 
U.N. ASKS U.S. FOR AID 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. T., July 23 
(UP)—The World Health Organ- 
ization today reported an out- 
break of louse-borne typhus epi- 
demie in Afghanistan. It called 
on its regional office in Washing - 
ton to rush shipments of vaccines 
and DDT insecticide to the 
stricken area. 

Afghanistan’s minister of health, 
reporting the outbreak to New 
Delhi, requested immediate aid 
in checking its spread. All avail- 
able supplies of vaccines and in- 
secticides were shipped immedi- 
ately from the New Delhi office. 

Dr. Chandra Mani, director of 
New Delhi's WHO office, cur- 
rently attending the organization's 
executive board conference at Ge- 
neva, will fly home to direct the 
campaign. 


U.S. FIRM ESTABLISHES 5 - DAY 
WEEK. IN CHILE COPPER MINE 


SANTIAGO, Chile, July 23 (UP)

WHOLESALE INDEX 
UP A LITTLE THOUGH 
FARM PRICES DROP 


Rise in Week Ended July 19 
Puts Average at 154.3 
Pct. of 1926. 


WASHINGTON, July 23 (AP)— 
Wholesale prices went up slightly 
during the week ended July 19, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics said 
today. 

The rise of one-tenth of 1 per 
cent put the bureau’s index at 154.3 
per cent of the 1926 average. 

That was 0.8 per cent higher 
than four weeks ago, but 8.6 per 
cent below the corresponding week 
of 1948. 

Average prices of farm prod- 
ucts dropped fractionally but all 
other groups either remained un- 
changed or advanced. 

The monthly wholesale price in- 
dex declined 0.8 per cent in June 
to 154.4 per cent of the 1926 av- 
erage. That was 7.2 per cent be- 
low a year ago and 9.1 per cent 
lower than the August 1948 post- 
war peak,

BILL IS APPROVED 
BY HOUSE GROUP 


Measure Voted by Labor 
Subcommittee Con- 
forms to Similar Pro- 
posal in Senate.

WASHINGTON, July 23 — A 
House labor subcommittee gave its 
approval yesterday to a mine safe- 
ty bill giving federal coal mine in- 
spectors power to close mines in 
which they find imminent danger. 

The measure was sponsored by 
Representative Melvin Price 
(Dem.), East St. Louis. 

A similar bill, offered in the 
Senate by Senator Matthew M. 
Neely (Dem.), West Virginia, has 
been approved by the full Senate 
Labor Committee and is awaiting 
action by the Senate. 


Representative Augustine Kelley 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania, chairman of 
the House subcommittee, told the 
Post-Dispatch the Price bill had 
been amended by his group to 
make it conform to details of the 
Neely bill, but no essential change 
was made. 

Kelley said he would seek an 
early hearing by the full House 
Labor Committee in the hope that 
it could report the Price bill out 
within a week or 10 days for ac- 
tion by the House. 

Under existing law the authority 
of federal mine inspectors is solely 
advisory. Enforcement of their 
recommendations is with the 
states, which often ignore the sug- 
gestions of the federal inspectors. 

The pending bills would give the 
Federal Bureau of Mines authority 
to prescribe safety standards cov- 
ering such matters as timbering, 
rock dusting and ventilation. 

Refusal to comply with an in- 
spector’s order to close a mine in 
which imminent danger was found 
to exist would be punishable by a 
fine up to $2000 and a jail sentence 
up to six months. 

The bills were introduced as a 
result of the Centralia (III.) mine 
disaster in-which 111 miners were 
killed in 1947.

ous squeeze, a union witness said 
at a monopoly inquiry yesterday. 

Dr. “Lazare Teper, research di- 
rector of the International Ladies 
Garment Workers, called for Gov- 
ernment help through regulations

manufacturers, with Government 


recognition of their rules. 

Teper described the plight of the 
small producer in what he called 
a highly competitive industry, in 
testimony before the House ju- 
diciary subcommittee. It is mak- 
ing a preliminary study of monopo- 
ly and economic power prior to 
hearings this fall leading up to 
possible -legislative proposals to 
strengthen the anti-trust laws. 

Teper said there is a “growing 
concentration of economic power 
among produ and distributors 
of textiles” so that a strong seller 
can dictate terms and conditions 
of sale to the garment maker. 

Similarly, he said, the strong 
retail buyer is able to dictate 
terms of purchase. 

“Squeezed on both sides by 
giant forces, the manufacturer is 
an easy prey to economic col- 
lapse” unless a remedy is found, 
he said. 

Another witness, Dr. Walton 
Hamilton, formerly a special as- 
sistant attorney general, said the 
Sherman anti-trust law needs 
more teeth. He urged that its

CHANGES IN SERVICE 


Spokesmen Say Runs Were 
Cancelled for Economy 
Reasons. 


CHICAGO, July 23 (UP) — 
Spokesmen for three railroads 
yesterday cited economy reasons 
for their recent changes in pas- 
senger service in Illinois, or denied 
that service had been hampered by 
cancellations.

A com- 
pany spokesman said the train 
seldom carried more than one or 
two passengers in intrastate serv- 
ice, and that it cost $2 to operate 
for every 30 cents in revenue it 
brought in. 

The ICC contends, however, that 
permission must be obtained be- 
fore a railroad can make any 
change in intrastate service, 

The C. & E. I. was cited for dis- 
continuing trains 96 and 97 be- 
tween Chicago and Evansville, Ind. 
Clair M. Roddewig, president of 
the road, said that while the 
trains had been canceled, the 
points still were being serviced by 
other trains. 

Rock Island is charged with 
dropping trains 43 and 44 between 
Chicago and Rock Island. An at- 
torney for the road said that the 
trains primarily serviced inter- 
state points and that only one 
coach on each train had carried 
intrastate passengers.

ATOMIC POWER 
IN 1010 20 YEARS, 


B says ScieNTIST 


Canada Ahead of U.S. in 
That Field at Present, 
Dr, Lawrence R. Haf- 
stad Asserts. 


LOS ANGELES, July 23 (AP)— 
It will be 10 to 20 years before 
useful civilian applications of 
atomic power can be expected. 
Right now Canada is ahead in that 
field. 

Dr. Lawrence R. Hafstad, direc- 
tor of reactor development for the 
Atomic Energy Commission, is au- 
thority for the remarks, made last 
night before the Institute of Aero- 
nautical Sciences. 

Without making any reference 
to current discussions concerning 
American - British - Canadian rela- 
tion in the atomic energy field, 


Hafstad said: : 

“The reactor of most advanced 
design and performance is in Can- 
ada.” 

Reactor’s Function. 

A reactor ig a device for the 
controlled release of atomic en- 
ergy, as distinguished from a bomb 
in which the energy released pro- 
duces an explosion. It is the basis 
of any civilian development in the 
atomic field. 

Hafstad did not elaborate on his 
statement about the Canadian de- 
vice, but a reporter learned from 
the AEC in Washington that Can- 
ada’s reactor is located at Chalk 
River, Ontario. It is a “research 
reactor” designed to produce iso- 
topes (radioactive materials) for 
research and also to test the ac- 
tion of atomic radiations on vari- 
ous materials. 

It’s a faster-working reactor 
than those so far produced in this 
country in that it generates more 
neutrons in a given unit of time 
in a given unit of area. Neutrons 
are sub-atomic particles, or atomic 
“bullets” which “split” atoms and 
keep a chain reaction going in a 
pile of uranium. 

‘Heavy Water’ Used. 

The Canadian reactor employs 
“heavy water” as a moderator to 
promote the action of the neutrons 
generated in the pile. This is the 
same moderator employed in the 
American reactor at Argonne Na- 
tional Laboratory in Chicago. 
Hafstad said that development 
of reactors in this country has 
not advanced much in the last 
four years because, for one thing, 
experts disagree on design of re- 
actors needed. The commission is 
embarking on a program for de- 
veloping new and better reactors 
aimed at eventual atomic power 
for propelling naval vessels and 
aircraft 


But, he said, it’s a slow process. 
“Further generations of reactors 
will be required before such de- 
sirable goals can be attained.” 
That, he added, means a time 
table of 10 to 20 years.

DIARY LINKED 
T0 SUSPENSION 
OF 2 GENERALS 


Book of Alleged ‘Five 
Percenter’ Contained 
Their Names, Hoey In- Sen 
dicates. 


WASHINGTON, July 23 (AP) — 
A secret diary figured prominently 
in the Senate’s “five percenter” in- 
vestigation today with a hint it 
gave up data partly responsible 
for suspension of two top Army 
procurement officers. 

The bulky, loose-leaf book be- 
longed to James V. Hunt, former 
Army colonel named by a business 
man as the one to whom he paid 
$1000 for help in seeking a Gov- 
ernment contract. , 

Senate investigators talked 
guardedly of the diary: Senator 
Hoey (Dem.), North Carolina, in- 
directly acknowledged that it 
contained the names of the two 
suspended major generals and that 
data from the diary’s pages partly 
led to their suspensions. 8 

The two suspended Army offi- 
cers are Maj. Gens. Herman Feld- 
man, the quartermaster general, 
and Alden H. Waitt, chief of the 
Chemical Corps. Army Secretary 
Gordon Gray relieved them of duty 
temporarily, saying they had failed 
to exhibit judgment “expected of 
persons in their positions.” 

Hoey indicated Waittand Feld- 
man were listed in Hunt’s diary by 


his reply when asked whether the 
names of persons other than the 
two officers appear in it. 


“There were lots of other 
names,“ Hoey said, declining to 
elaborate. 

Hoey was asked whether the 
diary’s pages uncovered the infor- 
mation resulting in suspension of 

eldman and Waitt. 

“Not entirely,” the Senator re- 
plied. 

Hoey said Hunt “offered no re- 
sistance” when the subcommittee’s 
staff investigators asked him to 
turn over his private notebook. 
It is reported to contain details 
of Hunt’s meetings with many 
Washington people, both at cock- 
tail parties and business places, 
together with names and money 
figures.

OLKS never seem to grow 
F weary of ea French fried 
food, not even the summer- 
time. But home cooks often ques- 
tion the wisdom and economy of 
serving such foods with any de- 
gree of regularity. In the first 
place if foods are French fried at 
the proper temperature according 
to the directions in good recipes, 
they are no greasier than food 
cooked by other methods. And 
when the frying process is care- 
fully watched, the fat for frying 
can be used a number of times, or 
the fat used for frying can be 
utilized in other ways.

Q. Does fat change when it is 
used for frying? 
A. Yes, both the physical and 
chemical properties change. 


Q. What physical changes oc- 
cur? 

A. Melting releases the en- 
trapped gas which gives shorten- 
ing its white creamy appearance. 
When melted fat is chilled, it is 
darker in appearance than origi- 
nal shortening. Also slow cooling 
of melted fat forms larger crystals 
than were present in the original 
shortening causing the resolidified 
fat to have a grainy appearance. 
In addition, heating causes the fat 
to darken somewhat, depending on 
the temperature and time of heat- 
ing the kind of food fried. 

Q. What chemical changes oc- 
cur? 

A. The free fatty acids increase 
and as a result the keeping qual- 
ity is reduced and the smoke point 
is lowered. 

Q. How many times may fats be 
reused for frying? 

A. That depends on how much 
frying is done at each time, the 
temperature used, the kind of 
food fried, and the manner in 
which it is handled between fry- 
ings. If the temperature of fat is 
allowed to run above 390 degrees 
F., the fat can be used very few 
times, but if it is held within the 
correct temperature limits it can 
be used as many as a dozen times. 

Q. What is the proper tempera- 
ture for frying various foods? 

A. To be safe, follow the in- 
structions on the product label 
and the manufacturer’s recipes 
(350 degrees F. to 375.degrees F. 
usually, not over 390 degrees F.). 

Deep Fat Fried Chicken. 

Frying chicken (two pounds 
dregsed and cleaned), salt, salad 
oil or shortening, parsley. 

Cut chicken into halves or 
fourths. Pat pieces dry with 
cloth or paper toweling; rub salt 
well into surface. Fry in salad 
oil or shortening heated to 365 
degrees F. (hot enough to brown 
a five-eighths-inch cube of day-old 
bread in 35 seconds) until tender 
and golden brown. Drain on ab- 
sorbent paper, sprinkle lightly 
with salt, garnish with parsley. 
Four servings. 

Corn Fritters. 

One and one-half cups all-pur- 
pose flour, one teaspoon baking 
powder, one and one-half tea- 
spoons salt, two eggs, beaten; one- 
half cup milk, two cups cut fresh 
corn or No. 2 can corn, deep fat 
for frying. 

Sift flour, measure and resift 
with baking powder and salt. 
Combine beaten eggs and milk, 
mixing well; add to flour mixture 
all at once and stir until moo 
Fold in thoroughly drained corn. 
Drop from a teaspoon into deep 
fat heated to 375 degrees F. and 
fry until golden brown on all sides. 
Lift out with a slotted spoon and 
drain for a minute or two on ab- 
sorbent paper or paper toweling. 
Serve hot with sirup if desiréd, 
Five servings.
